Vandenberg “Mentioned 
for Vice Presidency; 
Borah Supporters Opti- 
mistic Over Chances. 


CLEVELAND, June 5.—(4)—The 
republican’ national convention pre- 
liminaries developed such a volume 
of Landon-for-President talk tonight 
that some of the Kansas governors 
supporters persisted in predicting a 
possible first-ballot nomination, in 
spite of sharp replies from two opposi- 
tion clans. 

So insistent were the Landon 
claims, in fact, that some of the dele- 
gates pledged to him turned to dis- 
cussion of second place on the ticket, 
and of the platform which must be 
drafted in next week’s convention. 
There was much mention of Senator 
Arthur Vandenberg, of Michigan, for 
the vice presidency, and some talk of 
others, although nothing approaching 
a definite decision was apparent. 

Currency Issue. 

The platform discussion indicated 
that controversy might be brewing on 
at least two subjects—the plank re- 
lating to the currency, and a suggest- 
ed one favoring a _ constitutional 
amendment to permit the states to 
pass minimum wage laws. 

Out of the talks that were going on 
off stage came word that while the 
leaders for the Kansas governor felt 
his nomination on the first ballot was 
a possibility, they would not try to 
force such a nomination. 

Edward A. Hayes, chairman of the 
Knox-for-President committee, said 
the Chicagoan was in a more sound 


position to win than anyother candi- 
date. He predicted 230 votes for 
Knox on the first ballot, including 
support from such key states as Calli- 
fornia, Lllinois, Indiana, Maasachu- 
setts, “Yew York aod Pennsylvania.

For End of Strikes 


Leon Blum, New Premier, Promises Legislation 


To Meet Demands of 600,000; Walkouts 


Continue To Spread. 


PARIS, June 5.—(UP)—Premier‘ 


Leon Blume today promised immedi- 
ate legislation setting up a “French 
NRA” to meet the demands of 600,- 
000 strikers who have threatened the 
nation with industrial paralysis and a 
food shortage. 


Meanwhile, strikes continued to 
spread wildly, gaining an additional 
100,000 participants—many of them 
from the important coal mining dis- 
trict of Lille—after negotiations be- 
tween owners and workers collapsed. 

Industries now crippled by the na- 
tion-wide movement, some of them on 
the verge of ruin, including mining, 
metallurgical, armament, munitions, 
foodstuffs, clothing, hotel, trucking, 
printing and cafe business. 

To solve this situation, France's 
most difficult industrial problem since 
the World War, Blum outlined a 
three-point program which he will at- 
tempt to ride through parliament in 
record time. They include: 

1, A 40-hour working week. 

2. Vacations with pay. 

3. The right of collective bargain- 
ing. 

Blum’s proposed legislation would 
take care of all but one demand made 


>by the strikers. 


That is higher 
wages. Strike leaders have announced 
all four demands must be granted be- 
fore the workers will return to their 
jobs. 

Speaking over a nation-wide hook- 
up, Blum, addressing the _ strikers, 
said: “Before I will allow the cham- 
ber of deputies to go on vacation, I 
will insist that a 40hour working 
week, paid holidays and _ collective 
working contracts be voted.” 

Blum appealed for calm during the 
strike and warned against spreading 
false rumors. He urged employers to 
give “fair consideration” to the strik- 
ers’ demands immediately. 


“The government would deplore in- 
transigeance on the part of the em- 
ployers at this moment when a new 
cabinet is beginning to function,” he 
said.

Added to labor troubles was a new 
problem—a report arms for royal rev- 
olutionists were being smuggled into 
Spain from France.

LEAGUE DISINTEGRATION

This statement epitomizes 
overwhelming sentiment of the 
vast majority of Georgia newspa- 
pers. The law is the law, what- 
ever its provisions may be, and the 
decision of the court must be ac- 
cepted as to their interpretation; 
but any law, the provisions of 
which make it possible to estab- 
lish an autocratic government to 
usurp the rights of the people, 
must be changed. 

Any law that may be construed 
to mean that anybody has the right 
to dismiss state officers elected by 
the people without a hearing, and 
with no charges against them, is 
wrong. Under this interpretation 
the Governor might oust any of- 
ficer because he did not like. the 
color of his eyes or hair, or some 
other trivial reason of personal dis- 
like. No such power was intended, 
and the law that authorizes it is 
undemocratic, tyrannical and dan- 
gerous. It overturns the founda- 
tion principles of democracy. 

Regardless of whose autocratic 
powers may be curbed in the fu- 
ture, whether it be Talmadge or 
some other individual, the law must 
be effectually modified by the next 
general assembly, at least to the 
extent of giving the general assem- 
bly the right to call itself in extra 
session to act on any removal of 
elective officers.

In the early years of the republic he 
and his great opponent, x@hder 
Hamilton, stood for two opposing 
principles of vernment 
though modified the changed con- 
ditions of modern life, still continued 
to be influential in molding American 
political opinion. It was 
through appealing to Jeffersonian the- 
ories as they are understood by the 
average voter that President Roose- 
velt’s election was secured in 1932. 
Now Mr. James Truslow Adams, per- 
haps the leading American historian 
of today, has set himself to examine 
Jefferson’s career not only as a mat- 
ter of biography but in an attempt to 
see just exactly what his principles 
were, how much they have actual 
fact continued to influence the 
litieal life of his country, and to what 
extent if at all the present democratic 

vernment can be said to be follow- 
ng in his footsteps. 

Jefferson came of an old-established 
and wealthy Virginia family. He 
was a man of unusually wide learn- 
ing and interests, a thinker rather 
than a man of action, whose own aé- 
sured position made it unnecessary for 
him to be either a demagogue or a 
fearer of mob rule. He was still a 
young man in his early thirties when, 
in 1776, he played the leading part in 
drawing up the declaration of inde- 
pendence, and from that time on- 
wards he was continuously concerned 
in the attempts to provide the young 
republic with a government suitable 
to its conditions, which were so dif- 
ferent from those of the rest of the 
world. These two men embodied the 
controversy between those who think 
that the people should rule, and those 
who think that they should be ruled. 
Hamilton would have liked to estab- 
lish a monarchy; failing that, he fa- 
vored a paternal government of “the 
rich, the wise and the good,” with all 
the extension of governmental func- 
tions and interlocking of government 
with “big business” which that in- 
volved, then as now. He wished to 
make America self-sufficient and 
therefore to increase manufactures, 
impose tariffs and encourage the im- 
migration of foreign workers. 

Jefferson on the other hand, was a 
true liberal, a convicted believer that 
“life, liberty and the pursuit of hap- 
piness” were only possible in complete 
freedom. He held that government 
should be reduced to a minimum, and 
that it should be run by the people 
themselves and not by a despotiem, 
however benevolent. hough not in 
favor of universal franchise, he recog- 
nized the need for more widespread 
education. As the future America he 
envisaged was almost entirely an ag- 
rarian state, he advocate free trade 
to bring in the products of foreign 
manufactures. For the same reason 
he was opposed to too much immigra- 
tion—from which many of the evils 
of popular government in the United 
States, especially local government, 
have since arisen. 

Jefferson still has eager attackers 
and defenders, even today, because his 
policies still have great bearing on his 
country’s affairs. 

Mr. Adams, who is an energetic de- 
fender (even to the extent of being 
unduly harsh to Hamilton), makes 
him, indeed, seem to be_ living in 
spirit, as the title of his book indi- 
eates, After a summary of the cycles 
of liberal uprisings in America both 
before Jefferson’s time and since, - the 
book closes with a most interesting 
chapter in which the author analyzes 
and dismisses the claim of the pres- 
ent democratic government, to be 
based on Jeffersonian principles. 
Though he exonerates President Roose- 
velt from all personal ambitions to- 
wards dictatorship, he fears indeed, 
that the increasing bureaucratic ¢con- 
trol exercised by the government over 
all sides of life, is rapidly leading to 
the endangering, if not the extinction, 
of personal liberties—those liberties 
of which Jefferson was the great 
champion and which several countries 
have already lost.

HASTE WASHINGTON, June 5.—The official excuses for the hasty 
makeshift reorganization of the house leadership were valid 
enough, but there was one which was not mentioned.

In the red book (No. 16 in Little 
Lessous in the Ways of Health, en- 
titled “Building Vitality’) I say: 

“Worry, stress, anxiety, fear, ha- 


tred, envy, jealousy and anger may 
indeed be hard on the arteries, for 
these emotions cause an outpouring of 
excessive adrenin from the adrenal 
glands into the bloodstream, and adre- 
nin raises the blood pressure. With 
any such emotion there is usually re- 
pression or suppression of the impulse 
to overt action, the outlet for the 
energy released: by the emotion, and 
that is why it does harm. The adrenin 
speeds up all the vital functions, and 
the effect is comparable with racing 
an automobile engine or throwing the 
belt off a flywheel.” - 

Mind, it is not the emotion that is 
so harmful, but the repression or sup- 
pression of the motion. Repression or 
suppression seems to be the highest 
aim of civilization and culture. It is 
a mark of culture and education and 
refinement to “control” your emo- 
tions, your feelings, to mask them, 
to resist or repress the impulse to 
bawl out, call down, threaten, defy, 
bang on the jaw, fight or run away 
from the source of your irritation. It 
betrays low breeding to react in a 
primitive way to emotions. 

This is hard on the arteries of cul- 
tured people. It is unquestionably a 
factor in the high incidence of cardio- 
vascular degeneration among them. It 
is indeed the pathogenic influence in 
the strenuous life, the “high tension” 
under which the big businessman lives. 

Every man must choose his own 
course. Does he prefer to be known 
as a highly cultured gentleman who 
can smile urbanely under any and all 
circumstances, never losing his temper, 
never raising his voice, always keep- 
ing cool and calm, at least on the 
surface? Or does he prefer to be 
known as a bit of a lowbrow or plug 
ugly, apt to fly off the handle and 
paste you one if-you drive him too 
far, a man you must be careful not 
to annoy? Or does he prefer to resort 
to dope of one kind or another to ease 
the strain on his “nerves,” his feelings, 
his emotions, his self-control? Or does 
he know and appreciate the great val- 
ue of vicarious outlets for the surplus 
energy released by emotions? 

For instance, in time of particular 
stress or irritation one can nearly al- 
ways retire for a few minutes to an- 
other room and roll some somersaults, 
walk on the hands, do some brisk set- 
ting-up exercises, shadow boxing or 
athletic dancing—anything to absorb 
some of the surplus energy. Then one 
returns to the business in a much bet- 
ter spirit to carry on. You can’t un- 
derstand the value of this until you 
try it yourself. Costs you nothing and 
never does any harm to try it. 

The worst possible remedy for the 
trials, strains or vexations of everyday 
life is dope, any dope you hanker for, 
be it tobacco, alcohol or other sense- 
deadener. This,evil at its worst is a 
familiar spectacle at’ baseball or foot- 
ball games, where the excited specta- 


tor resorts to dope to keep him in his |

seat, when every natural 
drives him to action. It is the spec- 
tator’s arteries, not the player's, that 


bear the brunt. It is the grandstand | 


that the gravest casualties occur. Can- 
didly, when one catches oneself re- 


irritation, anxiety or ennui, one may 
goodbye to youth and 
health and become resigned to oncom- 
ing age.

From the standpoint of literary 
critic and friend he told of the work 
of the woman who “‘could make words 
glow in a sentence like a cat’s eye 
under a bed. No editor could im- 
prove her style—and naturually—for 
it was founded and grounded on the 
Bible, which she read constantly for 
love and never from a sense of duty. 

“But incomparable as was her un- 
erring sense of the value of words 
and her use of imagery, these were not 
rae supreme literary attributes,” Holt 
said. 

“Corra Harris knew the human 
heart as does, in my judgment, no 
contemporary writer in America, cer- 
tainly no woman writer. That is the 
essence and secret of her power.”

‘These taxes, 
he said, the tax limitation proponente 
claim would be adopted at a session 
of the legislature called. by the Gov- 
ernor immediately after adoption of 
the 15-mill amendment. 

“The limitation proposal was sup- 
ported in the last Georgia legislature 
by a chief executive whose avowed am- 
bition is to curtail governmental serv- 
ices.” Wright said. 

“If it is adopted in November and 
unless the Governor repudiates the 
stand he has always taken, he will 
oppose the enactment of any new 
taxes.”

‘has been called the “Show Me’”’ state, 
but Mr. R. M., of St. Louis, writes 
‘that he’s almost sure he saw an air- 
ship of some kind from another planet, 
three and a half years ago. 

| “On the afternoon of December 8, 
1932,” he says, “I was driving east 
'when I saw something in the sky. It 
was blue-white, like an electric are, 
and traveling south. As I watched, the 
light went on and off three times.

: “IT think there are people on other 
planets who are smarter than we are, 


and they might find a way to visit 
our earth. Coming from cold outer 
spaces into the air around the earth, 
may have been too much of a strain 
on them. If they landed, it was prob- 
ably in some part of southern Iili- 
nois.” 

It may be that what Mr. R. M., 
saw was a daylight meteor. Thousands 
of meteors strike the earth’s air in 
the daytime as well as at night, buat 
usually the sun’s light is bright 
enough to keep them from being seen 
during the day. 

The “four windows” might hare 
been parts of a meteor, for sometimes 
a large meteor splits into pieces. There 
may have been a mistake about see- 
ing the object going upward—in the 
excitement of the mon.ent it may have 
seemed to be doing that, though it 
wasn't. 

Another possible thing is that the 
object was an airship, which reflect- 
ed the sun’s rays very brightly. Un- 
less we had far more proof, it would 
be better to suppose was an aire 
ship of the earth than one from an- 
other planet. © = —

Tax Limitation Assailed, Defended} 
At Municipal Association Meeing' : 


The 15-mill tax limitation on which 
Georgians will be Asked to vote in 
the state primary in September was 
defended and scored last night at a 
meeting of the fifth district confer- 
ence of the Georgia Municipal As- 
sociation. Mayor E. D. Barrett, of 
College Park, presided. 

Former Governor John M. Slaton 
assailed the plan, while T. P. Staf- 
fold, of Athens, urged its adoption as 
the salvation of real property and an 
equitable and proper distribution of 
the cost of government. 

The debate followed a report of 
federal activities in Georgia and es- 

pecially in Fulton and DeKalb coun- 
ties by T. J. Durrett Jr., district 
WPA director. 

$15,400,000 Administered. 

Durrett said that as of April this 
year, federal funds aggregating $15,- 
400,000 have been administered 
through WPA in Georgia and that 
local governments have added another 
$10,600,000, making a total invest- 
ment of $26,000,000 in public improve- 
ments. 

Governor Slaton told the audience 
he opposes not only the tax limita- 
tion constitutional amendment but 
that he will vote against others pro- 
viding for a four-year term for the 
governor, establishment of the office 
of a lieutenant governor “and all 
other amendments.” 

Approval of the amendment would 
be ruinous, would not place a limita- 
tion on real property because unusual 
and extraordinary powers would 
vested in the state legislature, because 
it would destroy the authority of every 
city and county commission in 
gia to administer its own local affairs.

THE LADY OF THE HAYSTACK. 

In 1776 a beautiful young woman 
with a striking countenance and it- 
resistible charm stop at Bourton, 
a village near Bristol, England, beg- 
ging for tea and milk. 
_ Although : owing signs gf 
breeding, she was in dire distress, at 
times speaking wildly, as if in the first 
stages of mental deran t. After 
wandering about the neighborhood all 
day in search of a resting place she 
was overtaken by nightfal] and lay 
down under a haystack to sleep. Sev- 
eral ladies of the neighborhood, who 
found her, begged her to come to their 
houses, but she refused. Believing her 
to be insane, the townsfolk took her 
to St. Peter's hospital, Bristol. But, 
being released from that institution 
she hasened as fast as her. shattered 
strength would allow to her favorite 
haystack, six miles away. Without b« | 
or she continued te live in this 
miserable shelter for a period of four 
years. . 

Accepted Milk and Tea Only. 

Although fed and clothed by her 
neighbors, she woula accept from 
them, by way of food, only milk and 
tea, and only the plainest clothing. 
Given anything luxurious or orna- 
mental, she would hang it on the busb- 
es as unworthy of her attention. Every 
morning she walked about the village, 
conversing with the poor children, to 
whom she gave various articles pre- 
sented to her for her own comfort. 

“Trouble and misery dwell in 
houses,” she repeated to those who 
questioned her as to her remarkable 
mode of life. She spoke with a slightly 
foreign. accent, and a man who went 
to her haystack to visit her for the 
purpose of inquiring into her identity 
spoke. to her in several contirental 
tongues without noticeable effect until 
Then she 
broke into tears, being* apparently 
very much affected by the associations 
which that tongue conjured up in 
her memory. 

After the four years spent in her 
haystack this remarkable personage 
was removed to Britton, a village of 
Gloucestershire, and there placed in & 
private madhouse. The celebrated Mrs. 
Hanna Moore took up subscriptions 
for her expenses. After some time her 
legs became contracted as a result of 
her years of exposure, and she be- 
came pitifully lame. ereafter she 
seldom arose from her bed of straw, 
where she lay, quiet, stupid and harm- 
less, except when efforts were made 
to dress her or place her in a com- 
fortable. bed. She was finally removed, 
as incurable, to Guy Hospital, South- 
wark. where Mrs. Hanna Moore con- 
tinued to supply her extra wants un- 
til the time of her death on Dece:--

of the Haystack’ were published in 
newspaper through the continent of 
Europe, but brought no response until 
nine years after her discovery near 
Bristol. when a mysterious anonymous 
pamphlet printed in French was Ccir-

tory,” and attempted to identify the 


Lady of the Haystack as a cértain 
woman of mystery who had in recent 
years proved ax enigma to the courts 
of Vienna and Versailles. 
It appeared that a few years pre- 
viously the king of Spain bad received 
a letter, purporting to be from Em- 
peror Joseph IT, of Austria, asking 
him to take under his protection 4 
young woman. whose presence.in Aus- 
tria would cause great grief to his 
mother, the dowager empress, because 
she was a natural daughter of his late 
father. Francis I. The king of Spain 
replied asking for further particulars, 
and bis letter astounded Emperor Jo- 
seph, who had written no such request 
of the Spanish monarch. The forgery 
was then traced to a mysterious young 
woman living in great luxury at Bor- 
deaux, where she was known 4s Mlle. 
La Frulen. Being arrested, she caused 
a sensation through the courts of Eu- 
rope by peer er. a strange story wh. -e 
principal details were as follows: 
As far back as she could remember 
she had lived in a desolate house in 
the open country in Bohemia, under 
the protection of two women and @& 
riest, who had purposely prevented 
er learning tv read or write. At va- 
rious intervals she had been visited by 
a distinguished stranger, who had giv- 
en her his portrait and also that of 
two women, one of whom he had told 
her was her mother. After some years 
the priest had announced her distin- 
ished visitors death and had sent 
er away to a convent in France, but 
while en route-to that retreat she had 
escaped. After various wanderings in 
Europe she had been discovered by the 
Austrian ambassador to Sweden and 
sent to Bordeaux, where she had been 
placed in charge of a,woman of that 
city and visited at various intervals 
by a strange man, who in a short time 
presented her with purses containing 
in all 6,250 pounds sterling. Although 
this man had promise to continue these 
remittances from a véry mysterious 
source, his visits suddenly ceased and 
after a time she found herself over- 
whelmed with debt. Of the three por- 
traits given to her by her protector, 
that of himself proved to be the like- 
ness of the late Emperor Francis I. 
Another was that of the empress, and 
the third, represented to be her moth- 
er, was that of a per veiled woman. 

According te the pamphleteer who 
related her strange history, Mile La 
Frulen remained as Count Cobenzels 
prisoner for several months. Then he 
suddenly died and she was conducted 
by a young officer to Quivrang, 4 
small town in France. Fifty louis were 
here placed in her hands and she was 
“sabandoned to her destiny.’ 

Whether she was the mysterious 
Lady of the Haystack or not—who, in 
fact, either of these eni atical wom- 
en were—remains one of the mysteries 
of the eighteenth century.
